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ed as final. From such maps as have
been published of the path of the
eclipse, however, there is no doubt of
the fact that this town is very close to
the northern border of the belt of to-
tality. To all intents and purposes,
the eclipse will be total here, and to
the non-scientific observer this, espec-
ially, will be as good a point for ob-
servation as elsewhere.

THE ECLIPSE NEXT MONDAY.

Careful Arrangements That Are Belog
Made By the Government For Its Ob-
servation.

Preparations of an elaborate nature
are going on in those parts of Louis-
iana, Alabama, Georgia, North and
South Curolina, in the area of totality,
for observing the solar eclipse Monday,
May 28, says an Atlanta dispatch of
Sunday.

Observations will be made by parties

at Thomaston, Barpesville, Indian
Springs, Griffin, Union Point, Wash-
ington and other poiots in Georgia ;
Pinehurst and Wadesboro, N. C.;
Thompson, Ala., and other points
where clear weather is generally to be
expected at this time of year.
. Probably the two most important
eclipse stations in Georgia are Lhose al
Thomaston and Barnesville. Lick ob-
servatory sent Prof. W. W, Campbell,
sepior astronomer on the observatory
staff, and Prof. C. D. Perrine with a
quantity of valuable apparatus, to es-
tablish a station at Thomaston, The
period of totality, when the sun will
be entirely in the eclipse, will be
one mioute and 25 seconds. Dur
ing these 85 seconds, if the day be
clear, Prof. Campbell expects tosecure
about 40 valuable photographs show-
ing the different phases of the sun
and its corona. About 16 scientists
will be in Prof. Campbell’s party and
the entire number will be needed to
properly handle the instruments. Be-
ginning tomorrow Prof. Campbell will
spend the entire week in drilling his
assistants, to eliminate, as far as possi-
ble, the chance of a hitch during the
brief period in which all the observa-
tions must be made.

Two Holland astronomers, Prof. A.
A. Nylauod, director of the Utrecht ob-
servatory, and Dr. J. H. Witterdiok,
astronomer in the Leiden University,
arrived in New York on May 14. They
will not reach Thomaston, however,
until next Thursday, their plan being
to visit the various eclipse stutions
along the path of totality down the
Atlantic coast, beginning with the
Smithsoniun  Institution party at
Wadeshoro, N. C.

The United States Naval observato-
ry at Washington has established an
eclipse station with elaborate equip-
ment, at Barnesville, in charge of
Prof. Milton Updegraif. Several par-
ties arrived in the eclipse territory last
week, bringing with them instrumeots
of priceless value for use in their ob-
servations,

“Does the senator fron South Caro-
lina mean to say,” interjected Senator
Walcott, “that 95 per cent. of the
southern white people regret that they
were defeated and that this Union was
not divided ?”

“Well,” replied Senator Tillman,
“perhaps 95 per cent is too high.”

Senator Butler interrupted to say
that he could not corroborate the state-
ment of Senator Tillman,

A minute later when Senator Caf-
fery, of Louisiana, rose to make an in-
quiry, Senator Wolcott asked him if he
shared in the opinion that 95 per cent.
of the Southeru white people regretted
now that the rebellion had failed and
that the Union remained undivided ¥

“I do not,” replied Senator Caffery.
